in 1941. 

Legend says that to be a_ true 
Cockney one has to be born within 
the sound of the Bow Bells and these 
bells haven't sounded sinee the 
Spring of 1941 when the Church of 
St. Mary Le-Bow was burned out in 
the blitz It was these bells which 
legend savs called Dick Whittington
